cent advance made by the French, it 
is added, 
6,000 Turks 
were found 
dead in the 
trenches on the front 
taken. 
Considerable Gain for Allies. 


Recent fighting in the Dardanelles 
has resulted in an appreciable advance 
by the allies, the dispatch asserts. 
The French troops under the leader­ 
ship of General Gouraud, commander 
of the 
French 
ex peditionary force, 
have especially distinguished them* 
selves. 
Facing the French, the Ath­ 
ens 
correspondent 
continues, 
tho 
Turkish fr*nt does not ex ceed three 
and one-quarter miles, which artillery 
sweeps continually.
